EARTHWORKS

Canea, March 27.— The Christiani 
tried to baild earthworkB on the hills 
above Malaxa, but they weve bombarded 
bj tlie foreign warships. 

In addition to oontinning the work of 
burning the property of Mnssnlmans at 
PerivoUa, the Christians hare attacked 
the village of Diirabos, and have bi >,Miii 
to bombard the fortress of Bntonuaria, 
which protects the springs sapplyiAg 
Canea with water. 

Fighting has been going on all day 
around Tiskaloriai, Nerokenru and Dax- 
en. The Greeks in the blockhouse at 
Malaxa are said to have tired on the 
Turkish fleet in Suda bay. Rami Pasha, 
the TnTkish admiral, lanch'd in the 
afternoon with a qnontity of monitious 
of war. 

It is understood there that the ad- 
mirals have invited the Turkish com- 
mander to reoccnpy Malaxa under the 
protection of the international fleet 
with the promise to shell the insurgents 
shoold they attack him. But the com- 
mander declined to make the attempt 
on the ground that his traopi sm too 
much demoralized. 

CJolonel Vfissos says that the block- 
house at Malaza is outside the neutral 
zone, but if the admirals had awkcd that 
the Torki be allowed to withdraw they 
wonld not have been molested. 

The bombardment of Mafaua has pro- 
duced a painfull impresstoli here. T^e 
newspapers are fllled with ladigBaat 
protests. 

The Oretan delegates in Athens have 
published a pamphlet in English pro- 
tesllBig against antonomj^attd declaring 
t^t they prefer the Ottoman Toka jnst 
as they did after the failoxe of the in- 
surrection in 1866. The patnplat doses 
with the declaration : 

"The Cretans will die if necessary for 
the sake ol the cause of union with 
Greece." 

M. Skooaes, Greek minister of foreign 
afifairs, sent the following oommnidOa- 
tion to the powers on March 21. 

"Ihavs the honor to acknowledge 
your note of the 18th inst., wherein 
yon inform me that Crete will be placed 
in a state of blockade today. A notice 
of that fact has been given to the ship- 
ping interests which it conoems. 
Nevertheless as owing to the blockade, 
it will bo henceforth impossible to im- 
port cereals into Crete, v/heroas, the 
popolation of the island has always ob- 
tained its provisions from the outside, 
it is my duty, having regard to the ^es 
which bind the Greek nation to the 
Oretan population, to bring these con- 
siderations to your notice, forsoeing, as 
I do, consequeucoe which may arise and 
which may not correspond with the 
sentiments of humanity which animate 
Ae governments of the powers."

Mohaminedaiii Are Pillaring and Bnralas 
the Property of ChrUtlan*. 

London, March 27.— A dispatch to 
The Times from Athens says that the 
royal decree appointing Crown Prince 
Ckmstantin to the command of the army 
on the Thessalian frontfer was pah- 
lished yesterday. 

A dispatch from The Daily Chroni- 
ole's Athens correspondent says that the 
crown prince will start to assume his 
oommand this evening at 7 o'clock, go- 
ing by sea to Yolo and thence rail- 
way. The crown princess will accom- 
pany him as far as Larissa, where she 
will inspect the arrangements made by 
the Red Cross society. She will remain 
there two days and then return to Ath- 
ens. In order to avoid popular demon- 
strations this proohunatlon has not been 
published at Athens. 

A dispatc h to The Times fkom Oanea 
■ays there is no doubt that the Chris- 
tians have attacked the Turks because 
driven to desperation by the blockade. 
A similar protest against European par- 
tiality for the Torts is irobah)e along 
Ihe whole insurgent line. 

Thoughout the island the Moham- 
medans think they may do what they 
like now beoanse they have European 
backing. In an directions they are pil- 
laging and burning the property of 
Ohristiani. 

The Times correspondent atSalonica 
says that a TurUah merchantman has 
arrived there with torpedoes, whioh are 



being laid across the harbor. 

The Athene correspondent of The 
Daily Chronicle says : It is madness for 
the powers to suppose that Greece in or- 
der to form a neutral zone would with- 
draw 60,000 eager troops to a region 
without barrao|a, stores or military 
base of any kind and there test calmly 
while the poweip W(sk cat tiuti pleas- 
ore in Crete. 

A dispatch to The Daily News from 
Vienna says the Austrian foreign office 
has proposed to extend the bUx-kade 
along the entire Greek coast, with spe- 
cial stringency at the Pineus and the 
gulfs 0^ Yolo, Corinth and Arta.

PnLADEi.i'HiA, March a7. — Three men 
were blown to atoms and 10 other per- 
^s injured by an explosion of nitro- 
glycerin at the aqwnno chemical 
works, near t^ city yeeterday. The 
dead are : 

James Hamilton, aged 90 yean. 

Charles Wright, aged 86. 

J. T. Stiles, aged 38. " ' 

All were married. 

The injured: John Langfcrd, Wil- 
liam Gardiner, William Tussey, John 
Jefferson, Peter Fellman, John Wil- 
liams, Joseph Donnelly, Charles Ma- 
deria, Lizzie McGinnis and Emma 
Bates. 

The injuries were sustained mainly 
from concussion or from broken glass. 

They are not serious. 

The works are situated on the New 
Jersey side of the Delaware river one 
and one half miles from Gibbstown. 
The dead men belonged in Paulsboro 
and the injured lived in Gibbstown. 
All were employed in the works, the 
women in the casing house. The ex- 
plosion occurred at 12 ;;^4 o'cloc k when 
the workmen weri( n tiiriiing from din- 
ner. Most of them li;wl not n'aclu il 
their posts or the lo-.s of life would 
probably have been t^reater. Tlxe con- 
cussion w.'UM felt for miles around, and a 
plasterer at work on a scalfoldint; three- 
quarters of a mile away was thrown otl'. 

Aft«r the excitement had sub.sided 
guards were posted and outsiders ex- 
cluded. Meanwhile a (!orps of men was 
put to work among the rrius and after 
miich search the mutilated remains of 
the three victims were gathered into two 
buckets. Wright waa idontilipd by a 
ring on one of the fingers, and Stiles liy 
his shoulders, from which the head a.s 
well as the lawer part at tha body had 
been torn. 

The explosion was of such terrific 
foroe, that besides totally destroying the 
two houses, it tore a hole fully 80 feet 
long and 26 feet wide in the {nt)und 
upon which they had stood. It was 
learned that Stiles was in the separat- 
ing house and Hamilton in the weigh- 
ing house when the explosion occurred. 
Wright's duties kept him going from 
one to the other of the buildings and he 
may have been in eicher. The cause is 
aangned to excessively high tempera- 
ture in one of the houses, quantities of 
the explosive being in both at times. 

The company is engaged in the man- 
ufacture of dynamite, which necessitates 
the hanging of nitroglycerin, wood 
pulp and nitrate of soda. Its phint cov- 
ers about 600 acres, and in consequence 
of the chanoter of the work carried on, 
is almofet completely isohited from any 
habitation. Taa niant oomprisea about 
70 separate small name andtran Iwild- 



March M, 1884, an explosion oc- 
curred by whioh nearly the entire plant 
was destroyed, and six men were killed. 
That extdoirion was caused by the sen- 
srationby nitrioamdof excessive heat 
and among the killed wereLamot Du- 
pont, preadent of the oompany. 

He was the seoond of that family to 
meet death at the worka, the first being 
Irene Dapon«» who waa killed i6 years 
ago.

bill was thrown open for amendment 
under tlie live minute rule in the house 
yesterday , but seven weary hours of 
work only served fo dispose of nine of 
the' 162 pages of the bill. All the ameud- 
mfatu ollered by the U^ooratf #ere re- 
jected. 'Yhree slight oonnmlitee amend- 
ments were adopted and Shd fen amend- 
ment oflfere<l by Mr. JIahany (Rep., N. 
Y. ) to increase the duty on white lead 
from 3 1-8 toM cents per jionTul, the rat(! 
in the act of 1890. The present duty is 
1 1-3 cents. Mr. M.'Uiany said the in- 
crease was asked for by a concern which 
was iniiepf^ndent nf the lead trust. It 
was adopted by a .--trict [larfy vote. The 
discussion covered a wide range of ^)o- 
litical topics and at timea Waa both in- 
teresting and exciting. 

Hy far tin; most important feature of 
the (lay was the attempt of Mr. DccLerv 
of Missouri, Mr. Ct^oper of Texas and 
otliers biU'ked by the entire opposition 
to secure a vote on an amendment, of- 
fered in a inuliitudt! of forii:s, which 
provided tliat in ca.<p any article, made 
dutiable by the bill, was controlled by a 
trust or coinliiiiation the duty upon 
such article should be suspi'nded. Mr. 
Dinghy made the point of ()rd(>r that 
the ameudau'nt was not germane to the 
dutiable list and would not be in order 
until the free list was reached. 

For almo.-t three houi.> t his point of 
order was fought over and hkkIc tlie 
subject of criminations and recrimina- 
tions. The Democrats contended tuat 
if the amendment was ruled out it 
would never be voted upon, as the free 
list in all human prombility would 
not be reached befom the final vote was 
taken. The chair sustained the point 
of order. An appeal was taken, but the 
choir was snstomed by a strict party 
vote, 168 to 104. 

In the Senate. 

Washington. March 27. — Another 
brief discussion of the civil service oc- 
curred during the open session of the 
senate yestopday. Mr. Qallinger (Bep., 
Neb.) presented several forms issued by 
the civil service commission to sub- 
stantiate Us recent statement that cer- 
tain appUoants for ofBoe were required 
to hop on one foot for IS feet. He said 
his statement had been challenged by 
several penny -a-liners and by one mem- 
ber of the civil service commission. The 
senator read the "hopping" provision 
and several other questions as to the 
weight and height of typesetters, which 
he <Miaraoterized as absurd. Referring 
to the else and weight requirement Mr. 
Gallinser said : 

"Phu Sheridan could not have served 
the government if the civil scrvioe oom- 
misnon had got at him." 

The matter was referred to the civil 
service commission. A resolution was 
adopted asking the president for in- 
formation as to the death of two Amer- 
ican sailers at Santiago de Cuba. Also 
resolutions asking the attorney general 
for information of any proposition to 
sell the Union Pacific road. Owing to 
the public demand for copies of a recent 
decision of tlie suprc^me court, sustain- 
ing tilt) anti trust law ;is applicable to 
railroads, it was determined to print 
tlie majority and minority opinions as a 
senate docunient.

The 
body was conveyed to the hearse, and 
the solemn procession took up its way 
to the eastern part of the cemetery, 
where after a few brief words and pray- 
er by the Rev. W. J. Peters, the coffin, 
inclosed in a ghoul-proof metallic cas- 
ket, was lowered to tha grave.

GENERAL LJCREASES RSPORTED.

New York, March 27.— R. G. Dun ft 
Company's weekly review of trade says : 
Rarely have markets sustained such sur- 
prises as they have received of late vrith 

so little loss. Foreign conditions and 
London alarms, the I'ollapse of the iron 
ore combinations, the destructive fltxxis 
in the Mississippi valley and tho decision 
of the supreme court against the rail- 
way associations have been used to the 
utmost, but not even in railroads has the 
result been important. Were all asso- 
ciations of railroads to cease it would 
yet be in the power of capital controll- 
ing important lines to stop serious rate 
cutting if it chose. With confidence 
that better times and larger business are 
coming men are less disposed every day 
to throw aw;>y good investiments, and 
the very fact that prices of products are 
low is regarded as a guarantee against 
much further decline. In all industrials 
also the number of mills and shops and 
hands at work gradually increases. 

The grain markets have lost without 
reason the gain they made without 
reason the previous week. Wheat sup* 
plies are running out, but nobody be- 
lieves that there is coming a famine be- 
fore June, when tlie harvesting of 
Bontln^rn wheat will begin. Western 
receipts were over a third smaller than 
last year and for four weeks have been 
7,6U,-t40 bushels, against Il,ss4.--H>8 last 
year, but the better prospect for the 
crop of winter wheat has more weight. 
Atlantic exports, flour included, vrere 
nearly as largo for the week as last year 
and for four weeks hove been 5,099,728 
bushels, against 5,506,220 last yeor. 
But corn exports have been 13,763,579 
bushels, against 4,577,609 last yeor. 
When Euiope buys in corn the equiva- 
lent of fi.KMi.OOO bushels wheat at less 
than CO cents, the price of wheat is not 
easily advanced above 'SO ct^nts. 

Cotton was helped upward an eighth 
bv tho Htjod, but has lost half the gain 
although manufacturing is more hope- 
ful. Without change in jirices gtxjds 
were in better demand and sales of 500,- 
000 pieces print cloths resuled in strong- 
er tone. Final dissolution of the lake 
iron ore pool has been expected ever 
since the CarneRie-Kockefeller deal and 
insure low prices for ore the coming 
year, though perhajvi not lower than in 
1896. Mesabi faoili'ies for profluction 
have vastly increase d, and all tho great 
steel making concerns have se- 
cured mines of their own, while means 
of transportation havt^ greatly enlarged. 
With assurance of cheap ore, hesitotion 
about various products should diminish 
and the demand is steadily increasing. 
Bars are still demoralized and at the 
lowest i)oint. but for plates, sheets, wire 
itkIs and wire and all nails, the demand 
is growing larger. Tim demand for 
rails continues enough to strengthen 
prices, although some from sp<'rnilativ(< 
purclia.-^es are offtred below tho ivresent 
prices of mills. 

^JTin is a sluide lower with larger ar- 
rivals, though the dis'ributi(Ui has been 
consideraliUs and had is decidedly 
stronger at 17 cents, but copper is weak 
at 1 1 .TT) cents. liu ie.i ts in coke pro- 
ductions apjjear and ::iore is assured by 
till' pure h;ise of wor' s by tho Cambria 
company, and while (imitations are nn- 
changecl outsidi-r>i iiiv olloring furnace 
at $1. lO per ton.

and that taxes wuolens and dress ^oods 
hiKher even than the outrageous woolen 
schedule of the McKinl«y UW. li that 
not an abomination? 

Take the cutlery schedule, that has 
the infamy of its origin in private in- 
trigue stamped all over it. Was it for 
revenue that Mr. Dingley's committee 
imposed duties of 225 per cent, on tbo 
cheapest scissor?, of 175 per cent on 
stagborn carving knives, of 157 per cent, 
on the commonest table knives and 
forkg, of from 112 to 355 per cent, on 
table knives and forks with staghorn 
handles? These articles are imported 
for the consumption of people of the 
slenderest means. In the war tariff scis- 
sors and shears were taxed 86 per cent., 
and only 45 per cent, in the McKinley 
and Wilson acts ; ataghom earring knives 
were taxed 33 per cent, in the war tariff 
and in the Wilson act, and table knivea 
of all kinds were also taxed 35 per cent, 
in both these tariffs.

At a social session of Mayaville Coun- 
cil several weeks back oor Brother W. 
N. Stockton waa aaked to address the 

council on the subject of Labor, and re- 
sponded as follows : " Brother Counselors, 
it gives me pleaaare on this momentous 
occasion to address you on the subject of 
labor, and as I never did any of it I can 
assure you that I am perfectly competent 
to speak on the subject. Years ago I drew 
a salary in a newspaper ofDce where they 
never discharged anybody. Every man 
had a certain nail on which he hung hia 
bat and coat.

Y'ou 
would then take the hint and quit. We 
arc divided into several classes. There 
are some that look for work and can't 
Und it, and there are others that go ont 
every day looking for work and hoping 
they won't liiid it. Co-operation and de- 
termination are wonderful adjancta to 
man's realization. You should organize. 
I addressed a meeting in the Twenty-liftb 
ward last week and saw the effects of or- 
ganized labor. Here five ont of every 
four of yon are Idle. Out there in one 
bunch can be found 1 ,000 men who have 
steady work, go to bed early, get up early, 
have good bed and board, never go ont in 
the evcnin;.', never go out on Sunday, 
never care for tobacco or drink a drop of 
liquor. They appear to be more titan 
satisOed, and to prove that thefwe not 
contentious you can see them going to 
and coming from their idMa with every 
man's right arm on his neighbor's 
shoulder. That community is never 
filled to repletion; there is always room 
for one more. Now, all of you who 
would like to go there please hold op 
your hanils. As all of you have your 
hands up, I will aay in conclusion that I 
never befbre in all my experience beheld 
such a unanimous deaire to break into 
the workhou se."
